Ontario Premier's Toronto 
Physician Rushes to Patient 
in New York, 


SOME STATEMENTS ARE 
DENIED AS NOT TRUTH 


Physician Declares False Re- 
ports That Life is Kept by 
Certain Means. 


New York, Jan, 10.—The bulletin 
today reads as follows:

Dr, McPhedran the Toronto physi- 
clan who rushed to New York to con- 
sult with Dr. Pyne and Dr. Herman 
Wiggs, over the condition of Sir James 
Whitney, premier of Ontario, arrived 
this morning and went at once to the 
Manhattan hotel.

Pyno out of bed and the two chatted

Wholesale and retail trade is quiet 
in Quebec but conditions are expected 
10 shortly improve, 

Prospects Are Encouraging. 

There is only a fair business at Tor- 
onto, the effect of the holidays not hay- 
ing worn off but travellers are start- 
ing out on the road and claim that 
prospects are encouraging. Colder 
weather has stimulated the demand for 
a number of commodities that were 
formerly selling slowly and it is thought 
these stocks will be reduced before the 
end of the season, 

Business is still slow at Hamilton 
but prospects are regarded as good for 
a Mberal demand for spring merchan- 
dise. 

Feeling seems to be more confident 
regarding the future in the west and 
northwest, 

Winniper reports that the demand 
for winter goods has been stimulated 
by more’ seasonable weather and ‘that 
the movement of clothing, footwear and 
dry gods shows a slight expansion.

GREAT BUSINESS, 
IS IT NOT? 

The Borden government has just completed a deal by 
which it ‘sells’ to the Grand Trunk Pacific railway the 
barracks site, 30 acres near the heart of the city of Calgary, 
for $250,000. The value is alleged by competent realty men 
to be not less than a million. 

No individual, and no company but a railway company, 
would ever be able to get from the government a “purchase” 
on any such terms. The superstition has grown in Canada 
that when the railways want land or money, or both, it is the 
business of governments to give it to them, and they generally 
get what they want, apparently with the sanction and 
approval of the public. : 

The theory in defence of this potlatch system is that the 
railways are thereby “encouraged,” and as a result the public 
is Supposed to get its railways built at less cost. 
theory is upset at once when one looks into the financing of 
the railways and discovers that whatever concessions and 
gratuities the railway companies receive in the way of en- 
couragement are promptly incorporated into the capital of the 
companies and handed out to the stock-holders in the form 
of melons. The public have to pay for them again, or at 
least the interest on their value, after having given them away. 

But in this particular instance, the pertinent point is that 
the amount realized by the Ottawa government at its bargain 
sale of the barracks site goes not to the city of Calgary or to 
the province of Alberta, but to the federal government. 

The population of Calgary, by coming to Calgary, gave 
the site four times the value at which it was sold. But they 
do not participate in that value, except to the extent that they 
may participate as a part of the seven million population, The 
resident of Prince Edward, for instance, participates to the 
same extent as the Calgarian in a value which was to an over- 
whelming extent a Calgary creation. 

And having created the value, and the government having 
given three-quarters of it away and having kept the other 
quarter, the Calgarian wil] now commence to pay in perpetuity 
ihe interest on the value which will be capitalized against him 
and charged to him in freight rates. .

RESOURCES SAFE ONLY IN 
HANDS OF THE PROVINCE. 

Judging from this distance, there is an appearance of 
probability about the Albertan’s story that a commission is to 
be appointed at Ottawa to administer the resources of the 
prairie provinces in behalf of the provinces. 

The proposal is to retain control of the resources at 
Ottawa, but to give the receipts therefrom to the prairie 
provinces. 

This arrangement would be a sort of straddle between 
the Rogers idea and the Borden promise. It would permit 
Rogers to still potlatch the resources, and it would pretend to 
be a fulfilment of the Borden promise. 

Asa solution of the resources question, however, it would 
be very far from satisfactory to this province of Alberta, and 
it is very improbable that it would be more satisfactory to the 
other provinces. 

As far as the administration of resources is concerned, the

Irish Observe Centenary of 
Aubrey Thomas De Vere, Poet. 


Irishmen of County Limerick will ccle- 
brate today the centenary of the birth of 
Sir Aubrey Thomas De Vere, poct and son 
of a poet. The Irish De Veres were a liter- 
ary family.

The Borden government has just completed a deal by 
which it “sells” to the Grand Trunk Pacific railway the 
barracks site, 30 acres near the heart of the city of Calgary, 
for $250,000.

No individual, and no company but a railway company, 
would ever be able to get from the government a ‘“‘purchase”’ 
on any such terms. ‘The superstition has grown in Canada 
that when the railways want land or money, or both, it is the 
business of governments to give it to them, and they generally 
get what they want, apparently with the sanction and 
approval of the public. 

The theory in defence of this potlatch system is that the 
railways are thereby “encouraged,” and as a result the public 
is supposed to get its railways built at less cost. But this 
theory is upsét at once when one looks into the financing of 
the railways and discovers that whatever concessions and 
gratuities the railway companies receive in the way of en- 
couragement are promptly incorporated into the capital of the 
companies and handed out to the stock-holders in the form 
of melons. The public have to pay for them again, or at 
least the interest on their value, after having given them away. 

But in this particular instance, the pertinent point is that 
the amount realized by the Ottawa government at its bargain 
sale of the barracks site goes not to the city of Calgary or to 
the province of Alberta, but to the federal government.

Charles G. D. Roberts, Famous 
Canadian Author, 64 Today. 

Charles George Douglas Hohberts 1s the 
full name of the famous Canadian author 
who has served as the interproter of the 
beasts and birds to millions of roaders 
throughout the English speaking world, Ho 
has gained immortality by giving to nat- 
ura) history a delightful sugar-coating of 
fiction, and has thus mado nature lovers 
of a vast multitude, Mr, Roberts was 
born in Westmoroland county, New Bruns- 
wick, fifty-four years ago today, and came 
of United Empiro Loyallet stock, His arly 
boyhood was spent in his native village on 
the Bay of Fundy, where sca and sky and 
marsh and forest and purple, misty hills 
combine to delight the oyo, Lator tho 
Noberts family removed to the city of 
Fredericton, where tho future author was 
educated at the Collegiate school, under Dr, 
Parkin, the {mperial federationist orator, 
and at the Untversity of New Hrunswick. 
At the latter institution he won the Dong- 
las medal for Latin and Greek, the alumni 
Inedal for Latin essay, and graduated with 
high honors in ethics, poliiteal economy and 
metaphysics, It was at about this tme, 
when he had not yet reached his majority, 
that he began to write verse, which was 
published in leading magazines in both 
Canada and the states, For a brief period 
he was headmaster of a grammar school at 
Chatham, in his native province, but he 
soon abandoned the occupation of peda- 
gogue and Decame o Journallat, At twenty- 
three he accepted the position of editor 
of “The Week,” a Toronto publication 
owned by Goldwin Sintth, The first vol- 
ume bearing his name, a collection of 
verse entitled “Orion and Other Poems,” 
was publiehed when the author was only 
twenty. even years elapsed before “In 
Divers Tones," another book of verse, 
came from the press, and in the meantime 
Roberts bad returned to educational work 
as a mermber of the faculty of king's Col- 
lege, Nova Scotia, 

While engaged as professor of Engtish 
and French jiteraturo and of English and 
economics at the Nova Scotia college, Mr, 
Hoberts found time to indulge his bent 
for literature, and the volumes of prose 
and poetry that came from his pen spread 
his fame abroad. Leading critics of Amer-

Many mot'iers, in fact 
prefer them to all others for the really 
tiny folk and find that fine needle work 
and tiny little lace of dainty quality 
render such fabrics sufficiently beau. 
tiful and attrictive for any need 
The most fasnionable frocks are the 
suiplest. Itis only the cheaper grades 
and tmifations that are overtrimmed, 
\\hile lace is used, it is applied in 
moreration and even embroidery is 
to be noted in limited quantities. 
Ihe really smart child's frock appears 
to be simple, however fine and really 
costly the material may be. 

For the dances, plain white net is 
loving great vogue and it certainly is 
coarming. It can be worn cither over 
white or over colored slips, and it is 
just as pretty put to both uses. Not 
infrequently, one frock will be sup.
